In the ratification by the Senate ol 


the.treaty for the limitation of naval 
armaments by a vote ot 74 to one, and 
tte'tTealy 
relating to the use oV sub- 


marines and noxious gasc-B in w&r£are 
by 3 rote ot 71 to none, public opin- 
ion has scored another signal victory. 
Although Senator Borah of Idaho 
claims certain credit for having orig- 
inated the Conference for the Limita- 
tion of Armaments, which formulated 
theie treaties, he concedes that "the 
real author of the disarmament move- 
ment was public opinion." 


While the most sanguine supportera 


of the disarmament movement do not 
believe that the steps already taken in 
that direction will make war Impos- 
sible, it can be asserted by none that 
the rallf.cation ot the treaties will not 
ho the means of reducing the proba- 
bilities ot a resort to arms. If, how- 
ever, ib.i> public regards what has al- 
ready been accomplished as a real be- 
ginning toward disarmament of the 
world, and is persistent in urging that 
there be further and progressive limi- 
tation, we may well entertain the 
nope thatJifdue course ot the greater 
enlightenment of nations that period 
will come when we Trill virtually 
escape the crushing burdens ot pre- 
paring for war. 
. A realization of that hop* is depend- 
ent almost wholly upon what Senator 
Borah torras "a sustained public opin- 
ion," as opposed to intermittent clam- 
orings ^vhlch tend to produce unfavor- 
able reactions instead of promoting 
.gradual progress in the right direc- 
tion.
